The Notice stated that the claims were not provided with the proper status 



identifier, which Applicants believe to be incorrect, as the status of each claim was clearly 
stated. Perhaps the Examiner wishes the claims which have been restricted identified as 
"withdrawn", or "withdrawn-currently amended." This has been done in the claims 
replacement section. It is again noted that the withdrawn claims are subject to rejoinder per 
MPEP §821.04. 



Claim 7 has been temporarily withdrawn as the Office alleges the proposed 



amendment would change its statutory class, which Applicants also believe to be incorrect. 
However, in a bona fide attempt to expedite prosecution, claim 7 has been amended in 
corrected form to eliminate the phrase "A composition comprising" . The claim now pertains 
directly to partly silylated silica particles and, based on the use of the transitional phrase 
"comprising", also includes compositions containing these particles within its scope. In a 
further attempt to expedite prosecution, claims 10, 12, and 14 have been cancelled. 

The corrections discussed above necessitated a change in the "claims" section 
of the amendment and the "Remarks" section of the amendment. Thus, both these sections are 
enclosed; only the first page of the amendment remains unchanged, and is not repeated.
